Outbreaks th So Numer-

DEATH LIST REACHES 82

Police Rosena Black Men, ns
Do Militiamen With
Lowered Bayonets.

Crcano, July 31 —Taoce war tafror
and- bloodlihed had abated to-night
after five days and nights of riofing,
but viclenoe continuad to ofcur spo-
radieally notwithstanding a forde of
6.600 State troops and thousanda of
policaraen wers on aotive duty in the
Bguth Bide pegro quartérs.

Three nagroes dled to-day of bullet
wounds, making the official corrected
death Jist 22, of whom 18 were ne-
groes. Only ore of the thres was shot
to-day, though & dozen or mors mem-
bars of both races wers wounded (n
the scattered dlsturbances, most of
them of & minor character.

In the downtown distriot to-night a
erowd of white man attacked and se-
versly beat n hegro who was on his
wag homa from work. The police fea-
cusd the negro and he was sent home
in a patrol wagon. There WaAs no
shooting by trbops, who wers ordersd
on the #treets last night by Gov.
Frank O. Lowden an the request of
Mayor Willlam Hale Thompaon.,

The fegro area was oomparatively
quiét Lo-night. The presance of the
troops apparently had calmed tha na-
groes' fears and had had a salutary
effact on disturbing elements among
both whites and blacks. The troops
were well distributed and the military
machinery was running amoothly.

Pood is Rushed to Negroes.

Food supplies were rushed Into the
negro sectlons by cooparation of the
Wholesale Circcers® Association. the
pollee and the troops. The black beit
remained a barred zone where whites
might not enter, and even the guarded
truéks of grocerles were driven only
to the “dead line” by white chauffeurs,
who then were relleved by noegro driv.
ers under police escort.

Many of the poorer negroes wers ro-
ported in dire need of food and without
funds. To-day was payday at the atock-
yards, but negroes feared to go there to
draw thelr wages. Thousands of negroes
have not Attempted to go to work all
wenk

Among tn-day’s disorders only two In-
volved any conslderable number of per-
sons.
of four negroes who had hiddea in the
stoekyards wers driven off by militin-

men  wi lowered bayonets after the
whites Wnd demanded that the blacks be
delivered 1o them. No casualties re-
sultad.

About 400 white mer"beat one of thres
negroes severely at Foriy-seventh street
and Vincennes avenue thia aflermoon.
The two others, both armed, escaped
after firing a few shoth No whites
ware wounded,

A negro was beaten by five white men
at State and Twentleth strests

Two of the negroes who dled to-day
weres found unconsclous on tha West
Bide, far from the South Side negro sec-
tons.

Mayor Thompson, In apite of 4 de-
creast In violence, ashed the City Coun-
ell to-day for 2,000 additional perman-
ent pollcemen. The council took® no
dafinite action, however, because the
chalrman of the finance committes said
he was unabdle to say where funda to
pay the men could be found. Chlef Gar-
rity announced that 1,500 special police-
men would go on duly to-morrow. .

Plans Made ta Fix Blame.

With the lessening of vialence, public
ofMficials became more actlve in Investl-
gation of the riots and thelr causes

Attorney-General Hrundage and State's
Attorney Hoyne mre cooperating in ob-
tatning evidence for a grand jury lnves-
tigation. Ioth officials say many
persons of both races will be punished
and the death penalty 1s virtually cer-
tain to be sought.

Mr. Hoyne announced that much evi-
dence had been offersd to-day from negro
sources, One negro blamed mambers of
his own race, while another blamed
whites. Othera went back months ago
to shoolings and bomb explosions in
setking Lo give the county prosecutor
an idea of the causes leading up to the

The aldermen in the eounell mesting
to-day Introdyced pumerous resolutions,
calllng on Jov, Lowden, Mayor Thomp-
son and tha chlefs of the pollcs and Lhe
fire departments for Information as to
casualtien, cost of suppressing dlsorders,
extent of carrying wenpona and other
mattern.
